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Market  Summary 


UPPER  FLORIDA 

Receipts  of  producer  milk  at  pool  plant.s 
regulated  under  Order  No.  6  during  February 
1981  totaled  40.1  million  pounds.   Deliveries 
were  down  2.7  million  pounds  from  the  pre- 
vious month. 

During  February.  35.4  million  pounds  of 
producer  milk  was  classified  as  Class  I  -- 
down  4.0  million  pounds  from  the  previous 
month.  The  percentage  of  producer  milk  in 
Class  I  was  88.20i,  in  February  compared  to 
92.15%  the  previous  month. 

Comparisons  with  the  previous  year  are 
not  being  made  because  the  statistics  are  not 
comparable.   This  is  because  two  plants  which 
heretofore  had  been  included  under  the  Upper 
Florida  Order  qualified  in  February  as  pool 
plants  under  the  Tampa  Bay  Order. 

The  uniform  price  to  producers  during 
February  was  $15.18  per  cwt .  —  down  2  cents 
from  January  1981  and  $1.18  above  February  1980. 

TAi^PA  BAY 

Producers  delivered  80.1  million  pounds 
of  milk  to  pool  plants  regulated  under  Federal 
Order  No.  12  during  February  1981.   Producer 
milk  deliveries  were  down  1.3  million  pounds 
from  .January  1981. 

Producer  milk  classified  as  Class  I  milk 
as  used  in  the  computation  of  the  uniform  price 
to  producers  totaled  74.1  million  pounds. 
Class  I  producer  milk  totaled  75.4  million 
pounds  in  .January.   Class  I  milk  was  92.50% 
of  the  total  producer  (Continued  on  page  6) 


Cooperative  Associations  and 
Federal  Milk  Order  Program 


The  Agricultural  Marketing  Agreement  Act, 
the  statutory  authority  for  Federal  milk  orders, 
is  one  of  many  Federal  statutes  that  accords 
special  recognition  to  cooperative  associations. 
In  fact,  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Agreement 
Act  specifically  directs  the  Secretary  to  ".... 
accord  such  recognition  and  encouragement  to 
producer-owned  and  producer-controlled  coopera- 
tive associations  as  will  be  in  harmony  with  the 
policy  toward  cooperative  associations  set  forth 
in  existing  Acts  of  Congress,  and  as  will  tend 
to  promote  efficient  methods  of  marketing  and 
distribution." 

The  Act  specifies  certain  standards  that 
an  association  must  meet  to  be  eligible  for  the 
special  benefits  accorded  under  the  Act.   This 
is  to  ensure  that  these  benefits  will  be  enjoyed 
only  by  bona- fide  associations  of  producers  who 
are  actually  engaged  in  marketing  their  members' 
milk.   In  an  earlier  FLORIDA  FLUID  MILK  REPORT 
article  (March  1980)  we  discussed  these  stan- 
dards for  qualification  under  the  Act. 

Once  a  cooperative  meets  these  standards 
of  eligibility,  these  are  some  of  the  important 
benefits  it  may  enjoy  under  the  program: 

1.  It  may  express  approval  or  disapproval 
of  marketing  orders  or  amendments  to  orders  on 
behalf  of  all  of  its  producers.   This  is  the  so- 
called  "bloc  voting"  privilege.   It  enables  a 
cooperative  to  speak  with  a  single  voice  on  mat- 
ters of  vital  interest  to  its  members. 

2.  A  qualified  cooperative  may  blend  the 
net  proceeds  of  all  of  its  sales  and  make  dis- 
tribution to  its  members  in  accordance  with  the 
contractual  arrangement  (Continued  on  page  7)

Milk  production  during  February  to- 
taled 10.1  billion  pounds  (4. 58  million 
metric  ton) ,  1°=  more  than  in  February  1980 
and  up  9%  from  February  1979.   The  extra 
day  last  year  increased  production  by  5.6''i 
during  February  1980. 

Accumulated  milk  production  during 
the  first  2  months  of  1981  totaled  20.8 
billion  pounds  (9.45  million  metric  ton), 
compared  with  20.3  billion  pounds  [9.20 
million  metric  ton)  a  year  ago. 

Production  per  cow  averaged  928  pounds 
during  February,  2  pounds  above  last  year 
and  66  pounds  more  than  February  1979. 

Total  milk  cows  averaged  10.9  million 
head  for  February,  up  1%  from  February 
in  each  of  the  2  preceding  years.

SOUTHEASTERN  FLORIDA 

Receipts  of  producer  milk  at 
pool  plants   regulated  under  Federal 
Order  No.    13  totaled  64.2  million 
pounds  of  milk  during  February   1981. 
Compared  to  the  previous  month,    re- 
ceipts  of  producer  milk  were   down 
5.0  million  pounds   and  4.2  million 
pounds   below   February   1980. 

In  the   February  equalization 
pool,   60.2  million  pounds   of  milk 
was   classified  as  Class   1.      Class   I 
producer  milk  was   down  4.8  million 
pounds   from   last   month,    and  was   4.7 
million  pounds  below  February   1980. 
Class   I   milk  was  93. 96%  of  the  total 
during  February  compared  to  93.95% 
the  previous   month   and  95.05%  during 
February  of  the  previous  year. 

The  uniform  price  to  producers 
under  Order  No.    13   for  February  milk 
was   $15.59  per  cwt.      The  uniform 
price  was   up  9  cents   from  January 
and  was   $1.24   above   February   1980. 

PRODUCER  SUMMARY 

Under  the  three   Florida  milk 
orders,    432  producers   delivered 
184.3  million  pounds  of  milk   to  pool 
plants.      This  compared  to  434  pro- 
ducers and    193.3  million  pounds   dur- 
ing the   previous  month   and   4.36  pro- 
ducers  and    186.0  million  pounds   dur- 
ing  February    1980.      Producer  milk 
deliveries    in   February  were   down 
4.()%   from  January   and  were  0.9%  be- 
low  February  of   last    year. 

Pie   average  milk   delivery  per 
[iroduccr  was    15,191    pounds  per  day 
for  all    producers   delivering  to 
plants   under  Federal   Orders  6.    12, 
and    1.3.

PRICES  PAID  INDEX  UP  1  POINT 

The  February  Index  of  Prices  Received  by  Farmers  decreased  1 
point  (.4  percent)  to  263  percent  of  its  January- December  1967 
average,  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.   Contributing  most 
to  the  decrease  since  January  were  lower  prices  for  soybeans,  wheat, 
oranges,  cotton,  and  cattle.   Higher  prices  for  tomatoes,  hogs,  and 
potatoes  were  partially  offsetting.   The  Index  was  24  points  (10  per- 
cent) above  a  year  ago. 

The  Index  of  Prices  Paid  by  Farmers  for  Commodities  and  Services, 
Interest,  Taxes  and  Farm  Wage  Rates  for  February  15  was  300,  up  1 
point  (.3  percent)  from  mid-January.   Sharply  higher  fuel  prices  con- 
tributed most  to  the  increase.   The  February  Index  was  28  points  (10 
percent)  above  a  year  earlier. 

The  Ratio  of  the  Index  of  Prices  Received  to  the  Index  of  Prices 
Paid,  Including  Interest,  Taxes,  and  Farm  Wage  Rates  was  88  for  the 
month  of  February  1981.  The  ratio  was  unchanged  from  the  previous 
month  and  from  the  same  period  a  year  ago.

it  has  with  them.  This  is  the  so-called  "reblend- 
ing"  privilege.   It  provides  important  flexibility 
to  a  qualified  cooperative  in  marketing  its  milk 
and  settling  with  its  members. 

3.  Special  pooling  and/or  diversion  pro- 
visions for  qualified  cooperative  associations 
are  common  under  Federal  milk  orders.  These  pro- 
visions are  designed  to  enable  a  cooperative  to 
market  its  members'  milk  as  efficiently  as  possible. 

4.  A  cooperative  that  is  providing  its 
members  with  market  information  and  is  verifying 
its  members'  weights  and  butterfat  tests  is  exempt 
from  a  provision  of  the  orders  that  provides  for 
these  services  to  be  performed  by  the  market  ad- 
ministrator at  the  expense  of  the  producers  for 
whom  the  services  are  provided. 

The  Director  of  the  Dairy  Division  is  re- 
sponsible for  reviewing  the  activities  of  quali- 
fied cooperatives  to  ensure  that  they  continue  to 
be  eligible  for  these  important  benefits.   In  this 
review  the  Director  relies  heavily  on  the  recom- 
mendations of  the  market  administrator,  who  has 
first-hand  knowledge  of  each  cooperative's 
activities.

A  recommended  decision  was  recently  issued  by 
the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  that  would 
amend  the  Class  II  price  announcement  procedure  in 
29  Federal  milk  marketing  orders.   Interested  per- 
sons are  now  being  afforded  the  opportunity  to  file 
written  exceptions  to  the  decision.  The  three 
Florida  orders  are  not  included  in  the  decision. 

The  recommended  decision  is  based  on  the  rec- 
ord of  a  public  hearing  held  last  August  at  Clay- 
ton, Missouri.   The  hearing  was  necessitated  by  an 
order  of  the  U.  S.  Court  of  Appeals  for  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia,  which  had  ruled  invalid  the 
existing  announcement  procedure  in  the  29  orders. 

Under  the  new  procedure  the  Class  II  price 
for  a  particular  month  would  be  announced  on  a  ten- 
tative basis  by  the  15th  day  of  the  preceding 
month.   The  final  Class  II  price  could  not  be  less 
than  the  Class  III  price  for  the  same  month.  The 
final  Class  II  price  would  be  announced  by  the  5th 
day  of  the  following  month  when  the  Class  III 
price  becomes  known. 

Federal  milk  orders  with  three  price  classi- 
fications use  Class  I  prices  for  fluid  milk;  Class 
II  prices  for  soft  products,  such  as  yogurt,  cot- 
tage cheese  and  ice  cream,  and  Class  III  prices 
for  hard  cheeses,  butter  and  nonfat  dry  milk  solids.
